GREEKS TAKE STATION.

LONDON, April 56.—A Reuter dis- 
patch from Smyrna, .quoting a 
Greek official communication, says 
the Greeks have captured the rail- 
way station at Tchivril, which 2000 
Turks are said to have been holding. 

The dispatch adds that the battle 
at Eski-Shehr ended by the Greeks 
withdrawing to the point from 
which they began their attacks, and 
the Turks did not hinder the with- 
drawal owing to their heavy losses. 

ALLIES THREATENED. 

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) . 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 5.— 
The security of the Allies occupying 
Constantinople is believed by some 
to be threatened unless the Greeks 
are able to hold firmly the Turkish 
Nationalists. The Allies are consider- 
ing the employment of their fleets 
to pretect Mudania and Ismid. The 
Nationalists’ main drive now is to- 
ward Ismid, and is being held by the 
Turks. 

The Greeks are evacuating Afiun- 
Karahissar, an important junction 
point on the Bagdad railway, it was 
announced today. The Greeks in 
this sector are retiring to their old 
positions. 

Greek forces seem to be in danger 
of losing Broussa, upon which city 
the Nationalists are advancing in 
superior numbers. The Greek cas- 
ualties during the past ten days on 
the Eski-Shehr front are estimated 
at 150 officers and 4000 men. 

Iamet Pasha, Turkish commander 
at Eski-Shehr, is issuing wireless dis- 
patehes comparing the Turkish vie- 
tory there to the battle of the Marne. 
He adds in hie statements that he 
was a student of Marshal Joffre. 

The Greek debacle at Eski-Shehr 
is said to have been due to the 
failure of a division in the Sugut 
sector to advance in conjunction with 
a division from Bilejik to the north, 
and another from Inegol to the 
southwest. 

Severe losses have been inflicted 
upon the Greeks, and the morale of 
the troops is said to be poor despite 
the large number of priests who are 
with them and encouraging them 
in the battle.

PARIS, April 5.—The soviets have announced that they will 
denationalize the factories and mines in the Moscow region which 
are owned by foreign interests. The French Foreign Office 
learned of the decision to restore the foreign concessions through 


a private service in Stockholm. 

This is considered here as a tacit 
admission that the soviets are not 
able to restore economic stability in 
Russia and is regarded by the 
French as the first positive indica- 
tion that the overthrow of the Bol- 
shevists is imminent. * 

The British interests will de the 
first to be permitted to take over 
their former concessions and then 
the- Germans. French capital con- 
trols two-thirds of Russian industry, 
chiefly in the textile trades. The 
British interests are mainly Umited 
to the oil fields and mines. 

The Germans hold small interests 
in Russia as, being neighbors, Ger- 
many chiefly exported to Russia. 

PAY IN FOREIGN GOLD. 


The soviets have not yet an- 
nounced the method to be taken in 
enationalization of foreign-owned 
dustries as the employees in the 
factories and mines control the 
plants. It is expected that British 
and German concerns will be per- 
mitted to pay the workmen in En- 
glish and German gold: money 
which, rough the 
ruble, will enable the employees to 
draw fabulous wages.

During the war the Putiloff works 
were transformed to munitions 
factories, but machinery for railway 
rolling stock remains available. 

The date for the denationalization 
of French and American-owned fac- 
tories is not known yet. 

Dispatches from Rome say soviet 
Russia desires to buy immediately 
from the United States to the ex- 
tent of many millions of dollars, 
paying with gold, precious stones 
and platinum. The merchandise 
chiefly desired is machinery, includ- 
ing locomotives, agricultural imple- 
ments, electrical appliances, dynamos 
and so on.
